“ Y'ou’ve got all the Jews over with you,” 
said a gentleman from one of the other hotels 
to mo, last 
evening; ‘‘they shut down on 
them over at our house; won’t have ’em." 
I 
like th at; proscription of all kinds is good. I 
like to hear one man say that he hates an En­ 
glishman, and another that he can’t stand an 
Irishman. 
For it shows that their educations 
are not finished; each has som ething iii life 
to look forward to. 
lf they live long enough 
they will corno to the conclusion arrived at by 
the great French traveler, who declared that 
after visiting every part of the known wor! i 
he had made up his mind tliut it was inhabit­ 
ed only by men and women. 
But religious 
proscription is especially pleasing to the naked 
eye. 
So far as business dealing is concerned, 
an officer of one of your most prominent batiks, 
to whom I repeated tile observation, remark­ 
ed that of all the men who had dealings with 
his bank, he found the Jews tho most honest, 
the most faithful iii the performance of the 
very spirit of their contracts, the most trust­ 
worthy in all money transactions. 
And is it 
not so? 
Among the paupers who fill our 
streets and our asylums, our hospitals and our 
jails, do you And a Jew? 
They Ired their own 
poor, and they lake care of their own sick.- 
Likc the most modern engines they consume 
their own smoke and rubbish. 
But, aside 
from these material la d s, there is a poetry 
and a grumbles about Die Jewish charade 
which has always moved me to reverence, 
nation without a country, a people without a 
home, flowing through and penetrating all na

bn and the pillar of lire at night, they went 
try .-hod tit rough (he cloven sea and cocain) 
I in the wilderness beneath tho sanr stars 
which now st mi the heavens. 
Show m ea |>eo- 
I*' like this in ail history; a people around 
hum all the grand poetry of the Billie chis 
tor-; a people rich in tradition licyond nil pre 
eden?, wlio have yet preserved the minutes 
of those traditions while dynasty after dynasty 
has crumbled around them, and nation after 
at ion 
lias faded from oil the face of Die 
srtb; a |M*ople who have clung lo the faith 
of their fathers, to the one God whom their 
fathers worshipped, asking no change and 
seeking no change, while creed after creed 
as h id its day, and decay, and incessant 
turnover doctrinal |*oints have desolated em 
lures. 
My sympathies in the play, let m econ- 
s, have always tiecn with .Shylock. 
Ilonae- 
ss and homeless, spoiled of his wealth, and 
robbed of Ids daughter, lie is driven out in Ids 
old age lo childless penury—ami for what? — 
Insulted mid spat upon, ids religion reviled 
ami id* house dishonored, he took no revenge 
iii cowardly murder utter the Christian pat­ 
tern; he sought bat the fultillment of a con­ 
tract. the terms of which he had complied 
with, and would have complied with, proba­ 
bly, had positions lieen reversed. 
Would not 
Shylock, think you, have bared his breast to 
the knife in fultillment of his liond without the 
spiritless fuss that Antonio made about it? 
Such is Jewish faith; do|>ond ujkmi it the vile Jew 
would not have sheltered himself from the full- 
Ailment of a bargain which he himself nought 
under tile quibble idiom a drop of bim**!.— 
‘•Won't have Jew s;’’ talk about “ the best so­ 
ciety of New York, '' you do not know what it 
is until yon have mingled with Jews, gone 
among Die rahbii, sat at their feet, and in ad­ 
miration of manners and learning which pass 
all previous ex|K*riencp, of a gracious gentle­ 
ness width nukes the toleration afforded you 
by any oilier sect seem boorish rudeness, rec­ 
ognize a ' society to which few can hope per­ 
manently to attain, a courtesy which conies 
of the scholarship and culture of thousands of 
years.

A Sermon From John Paul on the Jew?, 
Saratoga Correspondence New York Tribune. 
“You’ve got all the Jews over with you,” 
said a gentleman from one of the olher hotels 
to me, last 
evening; “they shut down on 
them over at our house; won’t have ’em.” 
I 
like that; proscription of all kinds is good, I 
like to hear one man say that he hates an En­ 
glishman, and another that he can’t stand an 
Irishman. 
For it shows that their educations 
are not finished; each has something in life 
to look forward to. 
If they live long enough 
they will come to the couclusion arrived at by 
the great French traveler, who declared that 
after visiting every part of the known world 
he had made up his mind that it was inhabit­ 
ed only by men and women. 
But religious 
proscription is especially pleasing to the uaked 
eye. 
So far as business dealing is concerned, 
uu officer of one of your most prominent banks, 
to whom I repeated the observation, remark­ 
ed that of all the men who had dealings with 
his bank, he found the Jews the most houest, 
the most faithful in the performance of Iho 
very spirit of tlicir contracts, the most trust­ 
worthy in all money transactions. 
And is it 
not so? 
Among the paupers who fill our 
streets and our asylums, our hospitals and our 
jails, do you find a Jew? 
They leed their own 
poor, and they lake care of their own sick.— 
Like tin* most modern engines they consume 
their own smoke and rubbish. 
But, aside 
from these material tacts, there is a poetry 
and a grandness about the Jewish character 
which has always moved me to reverence. A 
nation without a country, a people without a 
home, flowing through and penetrating all na­ 
tions, yet not commingling with a single one, 
preserving all their individualities, their reli- 
ion, their language, their customs intact; 
the same now as when, led by the cloud by 
day and the pillar of fire at night, they went 
dry shod through the cloven sea and cncamp- 
d in the wilderness beneath the sam• stars 
which now stud the heavens. 
Show me a peo­ 
ple like this in all history; a people around 
whom all the grand poetry of the Bible clus­ 
ters; a people rich in tradition beyond all pre­ 
cedent, who have yet preserved the minutes 
of those traditions while dynasty after dynasty 
has crumbled around them, and nation after 
nation lias faded from oil' the face of the 
earth; a people who have clung to the faith 
of their fathers, to the one God whom their 
fathers worshipped, asking no change and 
seeking no change, while creed after creed 
has had its day, and decay, and incessant 
wars over doctrinal points have desolated em­ 
pires. 
My sympathies in the play, let mccon- 
ess, have always been with Shylock. 
House­ 
less and homeless, spoiled of his wealth, and 
robbed of his daughter, he is driven out in his 
old age lo childless penury—and for what?— 
Insulted and spat upon, his religion reviled 
and his house dishonored, lie took 110 revenge 
in cowardly murder after the Christian pat­ 
tern; he sought but the fulfillment of a con­ 
tract, the terms of which lie had complied 
with, and would have complied with, proba­ 
bly, had positions been reversed. 
Would not 
hylock, think you, have bared his breast to 
the knife in fulfillment of his bond without the 
spiritless fuss that Antonio made about it? 
Such is Jewish faith; depend upon it the vile Jew 
would not have sheltered himself from the full- 
fillment of a bargain which he himself sought 
under the quibble «ibout a drop of blood.— 
“Won’t have Jews;” talk about “the best so­ 
ciety of New York,” you do not know what it 
is until jon have mingled with Jews, gone 
among the rabbii, sat at their feet, and in ad­ 
miration of manners and learning which pass 
all previous experience, of a gracious gentle­ 
ness which makes the toleration afforded you 
by any other sect seem boorish rudeness, rec­ 
ognize a “society to which few can hope per­ 
manently to attain, a courtesy which comes 
of the scholarship and culture of thousands of 
years. 
“Won’t have Jews,” indeed !

York side has risen to a height of one hundred 
and ten feet above the water mark, or within 
ten feet of the roadbed level. 
Huge bars of 
¡1011 are being imbedded in the masonry of 
the towers, and locked to the anchor plates 
twenty-five feet below the surface of the earth. 
To these bars will*l>e connected the mammoth 
sables which will be the main support of the 
bridge. 
The excellent character of the mate­ 
rials and the amount of skill expended in the 
erection of the towers are amply proved by 
the simple fact that, although the masonry 
comprising the New York tower weighs be­ 
tween 40,000 and 50,000 tons, it has only set­ 
tled six-tenths of an inch. 
Preparations for 
the construction oí arches 011 the Brooklyn 
tower are ¡11 progress, and the “cautering,”or 
the temporary frame-work over which t'.-.¡> 
arches will be built, will soon be begun. 
Interesting to Tanners. 
It seems that a number of years ago as fuel 
began to grow scarce, the proprietors of tan­ 
neries commenced experimenting with a view 
of finding some means of using their spent 
tan, of which they had abundance, for fuel in 
their engines. 
These experiments were more 
or less successful, and now in almost every 
taunery the tan bark just from the vats is 
burned either in connection 
with coal or 
alone.

1,500 M iles From H ome, ( 
M innesota, August 25,1873. \ 
For two things Minnesota, though one of the 
younger States, may claim preeminence—her 
culture of wheat and of children. 
In neither 
has she reached her maximum of excellence, 
but the growth of the one and the provision 
for the otiier are both so immense a3 to be fitly 
coupled in this paragraph. 
No farmer has seen the crowning glory of 
agriculture until his eyes have rested on a 
Minnesota prairie wbeat-field. 
I have heard 
and have sometimes written of golden grain, 
but it don’t reach twenty-four carats until you 
touch the soil of the Star of the North. 
The 
prairie land broken up some years ago aud 
now thoroughly under cultivation is in some 
places perfectly level an I entirely free from 
stones. By a very stringent law each farmer or 
illage loi-owner is liable to a fine if a Canada 
thistle is found growing upon his land, while 
in addition it is made the official duty of Super­ 
visors uttd the private duty of all other persons 
to extirpate any thistles lound growing any­ 
where. 
In this effort to secure immunity from 
the plague the Minoesotians have been com­ 
pletely successful. 
In a thirty-mile carriage 
drive a few days ago we were not once out of 
sight of a wbeat-lield.but one after another they 
lined the road 011 either side, with an occa­ 
sional patch of corn or oats in one end, but 
wheat was everywhere. 
Sometimes the field 
would stretch along the road for half a mile 
or more, and be almost as broad. 
And in all 
that drive we saw only half a dozen weeds 
among the wheat, and they were, all in one 
field. 
The farmers were well along w*th their 
harvesting, but where the grain was untouched 
it was beautiful. 
The ground as flat as a floor, 
with no stqnes in the soil, the hanging heads 
of the grain were as level as a planed hoard, 
md no silver from the stents dimmed the lustre 
of tiie pure gold, but there it stood, field 
after field, thick, full-headed, and dead ripe, 
flow some of our farmer lads, fresh from 
jerking a plough around stones, would have 
clapped their h tnds could their eyes have seen 
these fields where the plow can almost run 
alone, and the laud almost attends to itself and 
then yields so bountiful a harvest. The wheat 
raised here is considered so much- superior 
the Milwaukee elevators are keeping it sepa­ 
rate, and it brings five cents extra iter bushel. 
Certainly nothing can be cleaner or more even 
both in size or ripeness. 
One chief drawback 
is the transportation problem, which the West 
ias 1111 yet solved, but which she is making 
heroic efforts to work out to a satisfactory re 
salt. Perhaps she will do bettor when she finds 
how hard it is for Mahomet to get to the 
mountain, to bring the mountain to Mahomet, 
and by setting down upon her prairies the 
manufactories that gather so 
largely the 
bread-consumers, malt? a market near bomo 
that will divide the transportation fee between 
th? farmer and the mechanic, who of all others 
most deserve it. 
Another drawback is the search v of favni- 
h mils. 
Through harvest able-bodied men get 
foar dollars a day, and are so scarce at that 
t íat the housewife has a worry additional to 
t le woes of her eastern sister in vain efforts to 
prevent her Danish or Swedish “ help” from 
drifting into the surfacc-gold mines of the 
wheat fields, whose usual complement consists 
of a harvester, a team . of horses, three men, 
two women, a boy aud a dog. 
The yield of sume of the fields hereabouts 
has been over thirty bushels per acre, with an 
average on the line of the local railroad of 
twenty-live, and an average for the entire state 
of 17.9. 
This makes Minnesota the leading 
state iu wheat, as Ohio only raises 11.38 and 
Iowa 9.95 bushels per acre for their entire 
acreage. 
This year the state has over a mil­ 
lion acres iu wheat, while two years loss than 
only a quarter of a century ago she had all 
told only 1,900 acres in cultivation. 
To harvest this crop takes a vast amount of 
harvesting implements; and the railway trav­ 
eler pas3e3 scarcely a station but is receiving 
its car-loads of reapers, harvesters or threshers. 
You will find now the most improved harves­ 
ter aud even the costly and huge threshers, 
worth $700 each, 011 farms at the very edge 
of Loldum . 
We quite frequently passed 
farms where the farmer lived in an old lo 
cabin, plastered with mud, while a bran-new 
thresher filled his thatched shed with its bril­ 
liant red and yellow splendor. 
The prairie 
we crossed in our ride is called Maine prairie, 
it being settled by a colony fiom that state, 
who all came here so poor they barely squeez­ 
ed through tin first years. 
Now every farmer 
lias his harves t i\ most of the large farms 
have tho very best threshers, n)w houses arc 
taking the place of the cabins, aud about all 
the farmers are savings bank depositors. 
In her provision for common-scltopis Min­ 
nesota is grandly appreciative of the neces­ 
sity resting upon a republic to educate its 
children. 
She has set aside only a hundred 
thousand less than three million acres of land 
far a school fund. 
Enough has been sold to 
give her two and a half millions in cash, and 
the balance would bring tbe fund up to near­ 
ly twenty millions. 
The school houses follow 
the settlers very quickly, and one must travel 
in the woods very fast but he will find a gradu­ 
ate of one of the normal schools pausing only 
long enough on the threshold to hitch her 
bu3lle, while she interrupts his putting-up of 
the family beudstead and “getting things to 
rights,” by inquiring if it will be convenient 
for her to “ board around” at his mansion the 
next week. 
Rosewood pianos and mnrble-to[ 
bureaus are bruising the pine-trees in the 
moat reckless and exasperating way, but they 
can’t beat tho school-ma’am much in this lati­ 
tude; for with all the latest improvements in 
and outside her noddle, and a few stuck on 
behind, she hangs 0:1 the hind step of the 
emigrant wagon, squats the youngsters 011 the 
first Stump, and eagerly commences to work 
out the two years of teaching she has pledged 
herself to do in return for the excellent educa 
tion the state has given her iu one of its nor­ 
mal schools. 
IVc liad afino time ou a fishing excursion 
t'other day. 
We rode fifteen miles to a beau­ 
tiful lake, and our party of twenty got all 
ready to pic nic, when we happened to glance 
up, which caused us to immediately look 
clown, aud around, and everywhere we looked 
there was the biggest lot of worms that ever 
wriggled. 
In fact they were holding a mat­ 
inee, up in the oaks, 011 the road, in the grass, 
011 the house piazza, on the fences,—worms 
everywhere, and not a drop of Laycock's 
worm-killer nor a Van Deuson's Confection 
among the whole party.

T he opening and co n d u ctin g of elections or des­ 
ig n atin g places of voting. 
c re a tin g , increasing or decreasin g fees, p e rcen t­ 
age or allow ance of public officers d u rin g th e term 
for w hich said officers a re elected or appoint­ 
ed. 
G ra n tin g to auy co rporation, association or in­ 
dividual th e rig h t to lay dow n railro ad tracks. 
G ra n tin g to any p riv ate co rporation, association 
or individual any exclusive jtrivilege, im m unity or 
fran ch ise w hatever.
